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Transportation and Environment 
Issues Highlight Charrette

“This community is very 
unique,” said Joe Chang, Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission 
(MNCPPC) project leader, as he 
introduced the day’s work for the 
Sector Planning Group and staff 
participants at the first of four 
planned charrettes. The 23-mem- 
ber group was charged with 
studying possibilities for future 
development of the central core 
land, which includes the A. H. 
Smith tract and the adjacent 
Metro property on Greenbelt’s 
western boundary in addition to 
the surrounding area. The 
charrette group, which met on 
Saturday morning, August | at 
the Greenbelt Community Center, 
also included interested citizens. 

Chang, referring to Greenbelt’s 
history of planning and preserva- 
tion of green space, contrasted 
the development potential of this 
Metro station site with two others 
within the county that the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) also hopes 
to develop. The high quality of 
nearby developments, such as 
Capital Office Park and the 


Maryland Trade Center complex, 
and the attractive-setting pro- 
vided by nearby parks, the 
Beltsville farm, Greenbelt itself 
and other green space have 
drawn the interest of potential 
high-quality developers to this 
property, Chang said. 

In sketching out the day’s 
plan for the charrette, which was

scheduled for a four-hour period, 
Chang limited the group’s in- 
quiry only to issues of transpor- 
tation and environment for the 
1,600-acre study area. At later 
charrettes, he said, they will ex- 
plore possibilities of building 
uses and design. 

Present in the room were the 
members of the Sector Planning 
Group, the expanded body of 
citizens representing local busi- 
nesses and nearby municipalities. 


~ Many had worked together for 


almost a year in preliminary 


study of the properties in ques- 
tion. 
Staff Presentations 

The charrette began with pre- 
sentations by MNCPPC staff 
members, who displayed colored 
maps outlining possible land use 
concepts. Called Concepts A, B, 
C and D, these moved from the 
simplest, least disruptive ideas to 
those which were more elaborate 
in road access possibilities and 
varied uses of the land. 

During this period audience 
members were expected to reflect 
on the various concepts. pre- 
sented, which were put forward 
as talking points for the later 
break-out groups. First, however, 
they needed to understand the 
environmental characteristics of 
the land in question and legal re- 
strictions on what could be done. 

Several participants asked the 
staff to clarify what the maps 
were intended to show. One or 
two reacted loudly and negatively 
to certain possibilities being pre- 
sented, which they wanted to dis- 
pute within the group as a whole, 
Although they were promised 


opportunities for expression with- —

Charrette’s Green and Yellow 
Teams Offer Plan Suggestions

Greenbelt councilmember Tho- 
mas White, a member since the 
beginning of the Metro Area Sec- 
tor Planning Group, and Terri 
Hruby, who as Community Plan- 
ning Director had also repre- 
sented the city, took their places 
in the spotlight during the final 
hours of the first charrette. 
White summarized the conclu- 
sions of the green team; Hruby 
represented the yellow team in 
the same capacity. 

Green Team 

The green team used the ap- 
proaches to the Metro site, called 
for in Concept Plan A, as the ba- 
sis for their plan modification, but 
provided no connection of the 
suggested approach road to the 
Metro site at 58'8 Avenue, south 
of Greenbelt Road. The group 
created a mini-focus area of de- 
velopment on the west side of 


Cherrywood Lane at Springhill 


Drive to open up pedestrian ac- 
cess to the Metro site. 

The group offered little discus- 
sion of the Capital Office Park 
area but expressed discontent 
with the existing operation of the 
intersection of Greenbelt Road 
and Kenilworth Avenue. With 
added traffic brought by expected 
development at the Metro station 
site, the group felt that design of 
this intersection should be reex- 
amined, | 

The group also recommended 
improving the landscaping 
(streetscape) and noted the lim- 
ited pedestrian access along 
Greenbelt Road from the CSX 


tracks to Kenilworth Avenue. 

The greenspace provided in 
the Concept A plan was impor- 
tant to the group, which was also 
interested in the floodplain and in 
providing a continuous “green 
link” to Lake Artemesia to the 
south. They recommended that 
the existing school bus facility be 
relocated, and that this area be 
added to Greenbelt Middle 
School grounds to reflect a 
school-park concept. 

There should be better integra- 
tion of Beltway Plaza with 
Springhill Lake apartments, the 
team felt. White noted that the 
city plans to institute traffic 
“calming” measures 
Breezewood Drive, which sepa- 
rates the two developments. The 
group also felt there should be 
plans for a partial or phased stra- 


investment in the development. 
Development 

Mixed use on areas of the 
Smith property south of the 
Metro site that are to be devel- 
oped was acceptable to the 
group; but members felt that pre- 
dominantly residential uses 


_ should be established next to the 


residential areas of College Park 
across the CSX tracks. Pedes- 
trian links from all existing 
neighborhoods to whatever may 
be developed in the core area 
were considered important to the 
group. 

No matter what type of devel- 
opment may occur at the Metro 


station, the team would like to 
see a full interchange constructed 
between access roads and the 
Capital Beltway and also supports 
extending Breezewood Drive west 
of Cherrywood Lane to connect 
to an access road to the Metro 
site. They called for high inten- 
sity mixed use in this area. 
Another mixed use develop- 


ment would be planned for the 


area along the north side of 


Branchville Road. However, on 
‘the west side of the CSX tracks 
in College Park, the group sug- 


gested that consideration be given 


to redevelopment of the commer- 
cial areas into residential areas.

Yellow Team 

The yellow team, as reported 
by Hruby, also based its design 
modifications upon the Concept A 
plan. The group called for 
pedestrian access from Springhill 
Lake to the Metro site and for 
other linkages from Cherrywood 
Lane. There should also be pe- 
destrian linkages to the Beltway 
Plaza, and Lake Artemesia should 
be a focal point for pedestrian 
linkages, Hruby stated. 

Redevelopment of _ the 
Springhill Lake apartments will 
become necessary eventually in 
order to keep the project (one of 
the largest on the east coast) mar- 
ketable. The group noted that the 
apartments, first opened in 1963,

Greenbelt Schools Study 
Sent to Council by ACE

The Greenbelt Advisory Coun- 
cil on Education (ACE) has sent 
its report on the area schools to 
the Greenbelt City Council, said 
Leta Mach, ACE chair. 

The Greenbelt Schools Study 
is an update to a 1996-97 ACE 
study, comparing the condition of 
Greenbelt schools with other 
county and state schools. The 
report includes school ranking, 
based on performance in the 
county, student school attendance, 
enrollment, and socio-economic 
status, and teacher certification. 
ACE compiled the report by in- 
terviewing principals and other 
school staff and by gathering in- 
formation from local, county, and 
state annual reports. Greenbelt, 
Magnolia, Oakcrest, and 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
Schools, Greenbelt and Robert 
Goddard Middle Schools, and 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
are the focus of the study. After 
the city council’s review and ap- 
proval, the report will be avail- 
able to the public via internet at 
www.ci.greenbelt.md.us. Those 
who do not have access to a 
computer, may call the city of- 
fices for a copy at 301-474-8000. 
ACE plans to share its findings 
with other area education advi- 
sory councils and the principals 
of the targeted schools, in hopes 
of receiving insights on the report 
results, said Mach at ACE’s July 
28 meeting. 

ACE Report 

ACE is also preparing an an- 
nual report to present to the city 
council, outlining the group’s 
achievements during the past 
year. These accomplishments in- 
clude providing a Greenbelt per-

Last Friday morning, we were 
unnerved by the wake-up news on 
the radio — the embassies in 
Nairobi, Kenya, and Dar es Sa- 
laam, Tanzania, had been bombed. 
We had just talked with our son 
(& stepson), Greenbelter Alex 
Barnes, the day before because he 
was in Dar for a Peace Corps 
meeting. Although he normally 
would not be at the embassy, we 
were obviously concerned. 

A phone call to the Peace 
Corps office in Washington was 
reassuring. The Office of Special 
Services knew of the meeting, and 
told us the participants had been 
taken to the home of the Peace 
Corps’ Country Director. About 
noon, we received more informa- 
tion. Another mother called from 
Kansas with a direct message from 
Alex that he was safe. She pro- 
vided the phone number for the 
home where he was staying, and 
on Saturday we finally talked with 
Alex. 

The Peace Corps Volunteers 
were returning to their sites. Alex 
was taking a 6 a.m. flight (and 
then the usual three-hour bus ride) 
on Sunday. When we mentioned 
about awakening with the horrible 
news, he replied, “Well, you al- 
ways complained about no news 
from Tanzania.” 

Though we are happy that Alex 
and the other Peace Corps volun- 
teers are safe, we are very sad to 
learn of the devastating loss of life 
in Nairobi and Dar es Salaam.

On May 12 Governor Parris 
Glendening signed legislation 
(House Bill 983) that expanded 
the telecommuting pilot program 
for State employees. Both the 
1995 bill creating the state pro- 
gram and 1997 legislation increas- 
ing the level of participation by 
state employees in_ the 
telecommuting program were 
sponsored by Delegate Joan Pitkin, 
who represents the 23rd Legisla- 
tive District that includes 
Greenbelt. 

Telecommuting allows an em- 
ployee to work at a location other 
than the traditional office setting. 
Using telecommunications technol- 
ogy, an employee can work at 
home or at a telework/satellite 
center, generally one or two days 
a week. 

Delegate Pitkin had testified 
that the role of government in pro- 
moting telecommuting was appro- 
priate, “bringing work to people

roads. Whether working from 
one’s home or in a satellite office, 
telecommuting’s economic, envi- 
ronmental and social benefits are 
enormous,” she said. “Trying to 
meet our growing transportation 
needs with more and more as- 
phalt,” she added, is a tremendous 
burden on taxpayers.” 

Pitkin successfully lobbied the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments (COG), the Mary- 
land Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment to priori- 
tize telecommuting in their joint re- 
gional efforts:to meet the require- 
ments of the Federal Clean Air Act. 

HB 983

State employees” in _ the 
telecommuting program, to “estab- 
lish an incentive program to enable 
teleworkers to acquire computer 
technology,” and to hire a telework 
consultant to conduct training pro- 
grams for managers and potential 
teleworkers to ensure “the effective 
introduction of telework in State 
executive branch agencies.” 
Testifying for HB 983 on behalf 
of MDOT was Gil Weidenfeld, 
who works in Environmental Plan- 
ning at the department. Former 
mayor of Greenbelt, Weidenfeld is 
a strong advocate at MDOT in pro- 
moting telecommuting programs to 
reduce air pollution and traffic con- 
gestion. The department’s pilot 
telecommuting program for em- 
ployees at its headquarters has been 
successful and COG has selected 
MDOT to participate in its 
Telecommuting Demonstration Pro- 


gram. Under a grant program that 
Weidenfeld supervises, a telework 
center was established in Frederick 
County. 

Weidenfeld, a one-day-a-week 
telecommuter, notes that over the 
past year he has saved $600 in 
gasoline and auto expenses and 50 
hours in commuting time. Some 


2,000 annual commuting miles 


were avoided and, when ill, he was 
able to work at home and not be 
contagious to his coworkers.

Pitkin was successful in obtain- 
ing federal funding and assistance 
from the General Services Admin- 
istration for the new telework cen- 
ter at Bowie State University 
(BSU). Opened in June, the cen- 
ter has 30 workstations and two 
conference rooms, which will be 
used by Federal employees, BSU 
students and private sector employ-

The National Guard also par- 
ticipated in this venture. 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture is expected to incor- 
porate a telework center in its new 
office complex on Sunnyside Ave. 
and implement the federal 
Flexiplace telecommuting from 
home program for its employees. 

Weidenfeld’s proposal of initiat- 
ing a partnership program between 
MDOT, the private sector and local 
government organizations to pro- 
mote teleworking was adopted by 
Secretary of Transportation David 
L. Winstead as one of the strate- 
gies in his “Moving Maryland Ini- 
tiatives” to reduce traffic conges- 
tion. In a letter distributed at the 
June Maryland Municipal League 
Convention in Ocean City, 
Winstead said, “For each 2,000 
teleworkers who work from home 
one day a week, over 20 million 
vehicle miles of travel may be 
avoided anually.” 

He further noted, “Employers 
benefit through increased employee 
productivity and the ability to re- 
cruit and retain skilled workers, 
employees benefit through reduced 
congestion and air pollution.” 

The Greenbelt City Council 
plans in the near future to hold a 
worksession on telecommuting/ 
telework.

within their respective break-out 
groups, as a result of these inter- 
ruptions, the introductory stage 
lasted longer than planned. 
Environmental Features 

Stacy Miller, MNCPPC Envi- 
ronmental Planner, pointed out the 
sensitive aspects of the environ- 
ment, such as wetlands and prob- 
lematic soils, especially within the 
Smith property, that may fall un- 
der federal and state regulations. 
Another concern for a potential . 
developer may be vibrations from 
the passing CSX and Metro trains 
nearby and the possible need for 
visual buffers. 

Winston Hazard, planning 
group member, then indicated the 
development constraints of larger 
environmental issues. For exam- 
ple, a developer can change the 
impact on the floodplain but can- 
not increase the amount of water 
coming into the property, or the 
elevation of the water table. 

Concerning this point Green- 
belt Mayor Judith Davis called at- 
tention to the land-filling being 
carried out on the Smith property. 
“Hopefully, the filling is occurring 
in places that are not wetlands,” 
Miller replied. Such filling 
would require state and county 
permits, she said. 

Richard “Chip” Reed, a local 
attorney who represents the prop- 
erty owner and potential develop- 
ers, said his group had been dis- 
cussing the matter with county 
and state officials. 

Transportation Issues 

According to concept plans A 
and B, no major transportation 
access improvements’ were

contemplated in developing the 
core site. Excellent transporta- 
tion is already in place, staff pre- 
senter Harold Foster said. He 
named Metro, the MARC train 
and bus transportation as well as 
the possibility for some form of 
light rail to connect the area with 
Montgomery County. 

Concept Plan B showed a 
higher density of use than Plan A 
and also suggested redevelopment 
of portions of Springhill Lake. It 
indicated a stronger link between 
Springhill Lake and Beltway 
Plaza and suggested removal of 
the school bus parking lot and 
substitution at that site of a com- 
munity center. 

Plans C and D both showed 
major road improvements, 
particularly a Beltway inter- 
change. They proposed higher 
density development at the 
WMATA site and access across 
the Beltway to the USDA prop- 
erty. Both also suggested higher 
intensity development at 
Springhill Drive and Cherrywood. 
Both plans showed passive uses 
for open space areas, such as 
trails and picnic groves. 

Break-out Groups 

Those who had pre-registered 
had received name tags in either 
green or yellow, by which they 
were sorted into the two discus- 
sion groups. Others who came 
without prior notice pulled up 
chairs to join with one or another 
group. The two teams met 
across the room from one an- 
other, and sometimes the din of 
dispute and enthusiasm made it 
difficult to hear those in one’s

are aging. 
Metro Development 

Like the green team, the yellow 
team called for high-density mixed 
use at the Metro site. It should 
become a destination center with a 
“high end” regional mall, offices 
and “high end” residential devel- 
opment. Whatever happens in the 
way of development, a full inter- 
change with the Beltway is needed 
for the Metro access roads. Any 
development proposed should be 
transit-oriented at this site. 

The group felt that it was im- 
portant to preserve the flood plains 
and not permit residential devel- 
opment in those areas. Passive 
recreation was called for instead. 

In contrast to the green team, 
the yellow team believed that the 
office-retail area to the west of the 
tracks on the north side of Green- 
belt Road should be preserved. 

Roads 
An access road from Greenbelt 


Road to the Metro site is needed, 
the team believes. However, it 
should be located as far away 
from the Indian Creek stream bed 
as possible. The group also called 
for extending Breezewood Drive 
westward not only through the 
Smith property but into the Hol- 
lywood area of College Park. Nar- 
raganset Parkway was proposed to 
be extended over the CSX tracks. 
Like the green team, the yellow 


team called for improved 
streetscaping of Greenbelt Road. 
Follow-up 


Joe Chang noted that there 
were many similarities between the 
efforts of the two teams, but also 
some significant differences. He 
said that the next step would be to 
provide better graphics of the two 
proposals, with some presented in 
three dimensions to. show better 
the common features and differ- 
ences. These will be considered at 
the second charrette meeting, 
scheduled for August 22.
